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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a firearm with a cylinder retaining means, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for the biasing member of the cylinder retaining mechanism for remaining "static", 
since the disclosed spring biased balls must move between engagement and disengagement of 
the cavity on the yoke. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to build the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It is not clear how the biasing member can function to hold and release the cylinder if it 
"remains static". 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12-14, and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Mooney (4,934,081). 

See especially groove or cavity 45 in the yoke 26 and spring loaded biasing means 40 
located in the frame. 
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7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the admitted 
prior art shown in Figure 1 of the specification in view of either Mooney (4,934,081) or Wesson 
(702,607). 

The prior art of Figure 1 discloses a gun with all claimed elements, including a frame, a 
pivoting cylinder held by a yoke, a biasing member comprising a spring biased ball, and a 
cavity which interacts with the biasing member to selectively hold the yoke and cylinder 
in firing position. The biased member is disclosed as being disposed on the yoke and the 
cavity on the frame and fails to disclose having the biased member disposed on the frame 
and the cavity on the yoke. Both Mooney and Wesson teach that, in a gun with a 
pivoting cylinder, it is known to dispose a biased member on the frame and to have an 
interacting cavity on the yoke. In Mooney, see especially groove or cavity 45 on yoke 26 
and biasing means 40 on frame 12. In Wesson, see especially Figure 1 and slide k. 
Motivation to combine is the mere substitution of the locations of the biasing member 
and the cavity in order to perform the same function, especially in view of Wesson's 
teaching in lines 47-67 that either location system can be used (i.e. the cavity can be 
either in the frame or the cylinder.) To employ the teachings of either Mooney or 
Wesson on the admitted prior art gun and have the biasing means on the frame and the 
cavity on the yoke is considered to have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art.
